L.A. Teachers 
To Go On Strike 


A call for picketing by Los 
Angelos teachers was issued 
on Tuesday, August 26. by 
Bob Unruhe, president of the 
17,000 - mem her United 
Teachers-Los Angeles (UT- 
LA). 

UTLA’s action wa s Liken, 
Unruhe said, in response to 
“a complete breakdown” of 
talks between UTLA and 
school d'islrict negotiators 
wages, fringe benefits and 
non-economic issues for the 
coming 1975-76 school year. 

The first picketing took 
place Wednesday, September 
3 at 1:30 p.m., at the Holly¬ 
wood Palladium where Sup¬ 
erintendent William John¬ 
ston addressed 2500 school 
district administrators. “This 
pop rally will cost taxpayers 
approximately $250,000,” Un¬ 
ruhe said. 

Further action will be con¬ 
sidered by UTLA September 
8 and 9 when the ainion’s 
board of directors and chap 
ter chairpersons meet at the 
Americana Hotel in Culver 
City, where 500 UTLA school 
chapter leaders will as¬ 
semble.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
AMENDING SECTIONS 6100- 
6106 AND ADDING NEW SEC¬ 
TION 6107 OF THE CITY 
CODE RELATING TO BI¬ 
CYCLES 


THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 


SECTION 1. That Sections 6100 
throuch 6106 of the Sierra Madre 
City Cod.- are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

CHAPTER I. BICYCLES 
Section 6100 — License Re¬ 
quired. No person shall operate 
or use a bicycle propelled 
wholly or in part by muscular 
power upon any of the streets, 
alleys or public highways of 
the city, without first ob¬ 
taining from the Chief of 
Police a license therefor. 


Section 6101 — Duration of 
License. The Police Chief or 
such other person as may be 
designated bv City Council is 
hereby authcrlzed and directed 
to issue, upon written appli¬ 
cation therefor. bicvcT li¬ 
censes which shall he effective 
for a period commencing on 
the date of issuance and ex¬ 
piring on December 31. 1972, 
and will entitle said bicycle to 
be operated upon all the 
street-s. exclusive of the side¬ 
walks thereof, in the City. 

Section 6102 — Bicycle Li¬ 
cense Indicia. The City shall 
provld? bicycle license indicia 
as distributed to the City by 
the Department of Motor 
Vehicles. 


Section 6103 — Buying and 
Selling Bicycles. All persons 
engaged in the business of 
buying secondhand bicycles arc 
hereby required to make a 
weekly report to the Chief of 
Police, giving the name and 
address of the persons from 
whom each bicycle is pur¬ 
chased; year, make and serial 
number of bicycle: general 
description of bicycle; and the 
number of the license found 
thereon, if any. All persons 
engaged in the business of 
selling new or secondhand 
bicycles are hereby required 
to make a weekly report to 
the Chief of Police, giving a 
list of all sales mode by ouch 
dealers, which list shall In¬ 
clude the name and address, 
of each person to whom sold; 
year, make and serial number 
of bicycle: general description 
of bicycle: and the number'of 
the license attached thereto, 
if any. 


Section 6104 — Report of 
Sales. Every person who sells 
or transfers ownership of any 
bicycle shall report such sale 
or transfer to the Chief of 
Police and return to the City 
Clerk or such other person 
who may be designated bv the 
City Council the registration 
card issued to such person, 
together with the name and 
address of the person to whom 
said bicycle was sold or trans¬ 
ferred. and such report shall 
be made and said registration 
card returned within ten (101 
days of the date of said sale 
or transfer. The purchaser or 
transferee of such bicycle shall 
apply for a transfer or regis¬ 
tration therefor, within the 
(10) days of said sale or trans¬ 
fer. and a new registration 
card shall be Issued to him. 


Section 6105 — Removing or 
Altering Plates. Etc. No person 
shall willfully or maliciously 
remove, destroy or alter the 
number of the frame of any 
bicycle licensed pursuant to 
this part. No person shall re¬ 
move. destroy, or alter any 
license or registration card 
during the time in which such 
license or registration card is 
valid; provided, however, that 
nothing in this part shall pro¬ 
hibit the Chief of Police from 
stamping numbers on the 
frames of bicycles on which 
no serial number can be 
found, or on which said num¬ 
ber is Illegible or Insufficient 
for Identification purposes. 

Section 6106 — License Fee. 
The license fee to be paid for 
each bicycle shall be as fol¬ 
lows : 


(11 For licenses Issued 
after the effective date ol 
this ordinance and prior to 
January 1.

shall be $3.50. 


(2) For licenses Issued 
between Jr.nuarv 1. 1976. 

and June 30. 1976. the fee 
shall be $3.00. 


(3) For licenses Issued 
between July 1. 1976. and 
December 31. 1976. the fee 
shall be $2.50. 

(4) For licenses Issued 

between January 1, 1977. 

and June 30. 1977. the fee 
shall be $2.00. 

(5) For licenses Issued 

between July 1 1977, and 

December 31. 1977. the fee 
sh ill be $1.50. 

(3) For licenses Issued 
between January 1, 1978. 

and December 31. 1978. the 
fee shall be $1.00. 

SECTION 2. New Section 6107 
of the Sierra Madre City Code Is 
hereby added to read as follows: 

Section 6107 — Existing Li¬ 
censes. All licenses i.sBued prior 
to the effective date of this 
ordinance shall expire on De¬ 
cember 31. 1978. 

SECTION 3. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this Ordinance.

Radio station KFWB broadcast an editorial on August 
14, 1975 which I think merits wide publication, primarily 
because it will affect property taxpayers in Los Angeles 
County in a major way. The KFWB editorial follows. 

On July 18, Mayor Bradley signed into law a Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment Agency project to rehabilitate three 
square miles of downtown Los Angeles. It will cost the 
average taxpayer $4,600 in additional taxes. 

It’s a kind of real estate welfare program for $1.6 
billion in downtown real estate. Downtown property taxes 
will be frozen at present levels as far as the county 
treasury is concerned. All future tax increases, six per 
cent per year, will be skimmed off for, downtown im¬ 
provement. 

Downtown’s share of future property taxes not paid 
the county and all other agencies will be added to the 
property taxes and rents of all other taxpayers of Los 
Angeles County. 

The City Council past it on estimates it would cost 
taxpayers $45 million over the next 15 years. 

Council Ernarl Bernardi then showed the auditors 
how they had under-estimated the cost 15,000 per cent. 
Instead of $45 million over the next 15 years, the added 
tax will be $4.6 billion over the next 35 years. Plus $2.3 
billion in automatic school tax overrides they forgot to 
count. 

Total cost: Not $45 million, but $6.9 billion in added 
taxes. (A billion is one thousand million i. 

The skim-off starts this year with a modest $2V 2 
million. But it escalates every year, and averages $200,000 
a year over 35 years. 

KFWB suggests the City Council should either repeal 
the CRA downtown real estate welfare project immedi¬ 
ately, or put it to a vote of the people who must pay for it. 

The magnitude of this blunder or ripoff which¬ 
ever it is boggles the mind. 

CRA real estate beneficiaries include properties such 
as Areo Towers, Crocker Bank, the UCB Building, the 
Hyatt Regency and Hilton Hotels and many others. 

And in our book, they do not qualify for welfare. 

NOTE: It was not easy for me to overcome my urge 
to add to this remarkable editorial — but as none of my 
papers are printed on asbestos I decided to leave well 
enough alone.
